As a reminder, here is a brief review of the events and action taken 
by the Council ;

They interviewed (separately and privately) 
the Scout making the accusation, a second Scout, said 

to be a witness, the two parents of the Scout, and the 
the accused Scoutmaster.

July 25-23 - Spoke to Pastor of church sponsoring accused's Troop, the 
Troop Scouting Coordinator, and the Troop Committee Chair- 
man. (All are supportive of accused, but understand: action 
taken By the Council ) . 
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Fri., July 29, 1 933 - State Police called me . They said that they are contin- 
uing the investigation by interviewing other Scouts and 
parents in the Troop, but also said the arrest of the 
accused was certain and should happen within a week. 

Fri. July 29, 1 983 - Talked by phone to Barclay Bellas, of National Office 

Public Relations Service. (Discussed handling of iMedia,
